AT NEW ORLEANS, LOUISIANA 


I. ORIGIN, SCOPE AND GENERAL 
ACTIVITIES OF THE ORGANTZAT ION 


The New Orleans “Times Picayune” newspaper, New 
Orleans, Louisiana, May 31,.195) issue, Page 17, Colum 3, 
reported as follows under the heading NAACP in State Demands 
School Integration Action.” It reported that state leaders 
of the National Assoctation for the Advancement of Colored 
People met May 30, 195 at Baton Rouge, Louisiana calling 
for en “integration of students, teachers and the personnel” 
of Louisiana public schools. They listed two suits pending 
and 21 ready to be filed if the state of Louisiana "stalls 
in putting the U. S. Supreme Court's decree barring public 
school segregation into effect. 


According to the article, DANIED’ BYRD of New 
Orleans, Louisiana, Field Secretary for the NAACP Legal Staff, 
said Louisiana had more suits ready to file than any other 
southern state. : 


This same newspaper in its May 31, 195) issue, 
Page 17, Column 4, under the heading "NAACP Meets to Form 
Plans" reported under date line of May 30, 1954 as follows: 


Officers of the Mississippi branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People met in an 
emergency meeting in Jackson, Missis te to form plans to 


get the benefits of the U. S. Supreme Court decision out- 
Jawing segregation in public education. Dr. E. J—STRINGER, 
Columbus, Mississippi dentist and President of the Mississippi 
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brench of the NALCP, said the meeting was attended by NAACP 
officials from every section of the state. He said, “We are 
extremely distress<d that there are individuals who regard 
black Americans a greater menece than red Communists - is 
black more objectionable than red?" The article advised 
that the meeting came only two days before the first sche- 
duled session of the Mississipri Legal Education Advisory 
Committee directed by the 1954 Mississippi Legisleture 


to find ways to maintain public school segregation despite 
the Court's ruling. 


The Louisiana Weekly, New Orleans, Louisiana 
newspaper, in its issue of June 5, 195, Page 1, Column l, 
under the heading "50,000 is Goal Set For NAACP Registration 
Drive” reported that following a series of weekly meetings 
which began May 3, 195 the NAACP would launch a registra- 
tion drive with the view of obtaining 50,000 additional 
registrant voters in New Orleans. 


Tne Louisiana Weekly newspaper in its August 1, 
195 issue, Page 1, Columns 4, 5 and 6, under the caption 
"all Out Registration Drive Uses Phone Pyramid Technique" 
reported that the New Orleans Chapter, National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People urged the entire 
rowaleation to become “registration conscious,” thet the 
pusiic was then being urged to participate in a city-wide 
‘telepkone pyramid” and that organizations and individuals | 
ere urged to call their friends or relatives in the interest 
cf registration. : 


The Pittsburgh Courier newspaper, Louisfana edi- 
tion, for August 1), 1954, Page 13, Columns 6 and 7, under 
heading "Negre ‘“eaders Called ‘Radical’ by Mississippi Daily" 
reported that the Jackson, Mississippi Daily News in a 
recent editorial has blasted "Radicel Negro Leaders", who 
rebuffed Governor HUGH WHITE's “Vcluntavy Segregation Pro- 
gram"= product of his all white 25 man Legislative State 
Fiucation Advisory Committee. Th:e article stated that 
Governor WHITE had called a bi-«cacial meeting in an attempt 
to get negro leaders in the state to give their o.k. to 
state's move to circumvent the recent Supreme Court decision. 
The article reported that practically 95% of the 100 ne 
leaders turned “thumbs down” on the program. The erticle 
quoted the Jackson Daily News as follows: 
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"Radical Negro leaders who attended a con- 
ference with Governor White's twenty-five man 
advisory committee dealt a cruel blow to members 
of their own race, especially several mndred 
thousand Negro children, when they flatly refused 
to accept the comnittee's plan to provide equal 
but separate school facilities for both races as 
soon as it is practical, or the state is finally 
able to do so. 


The New Orleans States, a daily newspaper, in its 
$s:ue of september 4, 1954, Page 3, Column 3, reported the 
following under the caption, “senetor Hits Desegregation." 
The articles quoted Louisiana “tate Senator W. M. RAINACH of 
Summerfield, Louisiana a3 stating that the NAACP is “plunging 
the South into Racial Hatred." The article quoted him as 
saying that as a leader in the fight to retain racial segre- 
gation in Louisiana public schools, he made the above state- 
ment after 39 Negro children had requested admission to the 
Gilmer Wright School in North Baton Rouge, Louisisna. The 
article stated that Attorney ALEX~PITCHER of Baton Rouge, 
spokesman for the Negro group, said the move was *ponsored 
by the NAACP. RAINACH’was quoted as saying that ris 10 man 
committee was watching closely the actions of the NAACP and 
431 awaiting the reaction of Louisiana to “this outrageow 
move to destroy peaceful relations between the races." 


The Louisiana Weekly, New Orleans newspeper, 
in an article dated September 11, 1954, Page 5B, Columns 1 
and 2, reported that the l2th State Conference of the NAACP 
branches of Louisiana would meet in Ferriday, Louisiana on 
October 29 and 30, 195. ;

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An article appeared in the “Nashville Tennessean," 
a daily newspaper, on May 2h, 1954, written by a staff 
correspondent from the NAACP > telhames Bho was being held 
at that time in Atlante, Georgia. is article indicated 
that the NAACP was planning to file petitions to abolish 
segregation in each state which would be effected by the 
Supreme Court ruling. In an article, Dr. LE RCH, identified 
aes the Chairman of the Mathematics Department 6t Fisk University, 
and Vice-President of the Tennessee NAACP, was quoted as 
citing as an example of how things would run, the unanimous 
decision of the Nashville (Tennessee) City Council abolishing 
segregation et the Berry Field Restaurant (at the Nashville 
Municipal Airport). LORCH was quoted as follows? 


"This was a significant act. Wot only was it a 
unanimous decision but it brought no unfavorable public 
comment. Thet is one thing that has been pleasing about the 
receipt of the decision in Tennessee. I have'nt heard of one 
crack-pot comment." ; 
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LORCH was quoted as steting thet the Nashville } 
Chapter of the NAACP would meet on the night of May 25, 195k, 
to discuss the sessions in Atlanta. fe 


An article in the "Nashville Banner,” a ei 
newspaper, on June 23, 195, indicatea@ that the Nashville, 
Tennessee, Branch of the NAACP had egreed to circulate a 
perents petition aeking school authorities to take immediate 
steps to operate the schools in Nashville in accordance 
with the recent Supreme Court decision. 


According to an article appearing in the "Nashville 
Banner” on September 16, 1954, LORCH was subpoenaed to appear 
hefore a subcommittee on the House of Un-American Activities Sub- 
co mittee in Dayton, Ohio, on September 15, 195). He was 
requested to answer questions concerning alleged Communist 
activities. At this time according to the article, LORCH 
informed the subcommittee that he is not a member of the 
Communist Party and was not when he joined the Fisk University 
Faculty in 1950. However, he refused to say if he were a 
member while at the University of Cincinnati in 1941 or while 
at the City College of New York in 1946. LORCH stated 
according to the article that he refused "out of respect 
and support for the-First Amendment to say whet political 
beliefs and sssociations I might or might not have had 
at the University of Cincinnati in 1941 and the City College 
of New York in 1946, believing that such beliefs and associations 
or the private business of the individual citizen and do not 
heve to he parodied before a Congressional subcommittee.” 
LORCH was identified in a newspaper article as being a 
Vice-President of the Tennessee State Chapter of the NAACP. 


According to an article appearing in the Nashville 


Tennessean" on September 49 ¢ on the same day of the 
hearing thet LORCH testi OHN JOEDMISTON and his 
wife MARTHA*NICH LSFEDMISTON, both described as undercover ~CW / 


agents for the FBI, identified LORCH. At that hearing, 

Mrs. EDMISTON wes asked to take the stand in front of LORCH 
and LORCH was asked by the committee council if he recognized 
her#@ He denied that he had ever seen her before in his life. 
She thereupon testified that she had accompanied LORCH to | 
Philadelphia, penser senres to attend a Workers Alliance. 
meeting there in July of 1941 and that while there, he took 
her to a meeting of Communists. EDMISTON placed LORCH at an 
important meeting of the Cincinnati Section of the Communist 
Party on July 1, 19l1. 
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An erticle appeared in the "Nashville Tennessean” 
on Sevtember 16, 195), concerning LORCH's appearance before ~ 
the House tn-American Activities Subcommittee and concerning 
LORCH's petition to enter his ten year old daughter into @ 
negro elementary school. The article steted that Z. ALEXANDER 
LOOBY, attorney for the NAACP, wes plenning legal action to | 
force the city school board to comply with LORCH's request. 
However, in the article of September 19, 195, appearing in 
the samepaper, LOOBY was quoted as stating, “The NAACP had 
definitely decided to file a suit" (concerning the admittance 
of LORCH's child to public negro school) “but certein com- 
piications have come up and I heve hesitated to proceed with 
the suit until the national office is informed of the new 
situation." LOOBY continued that not only is the NAACP 
"very cereful that there is no Communist control or influence*® 
in the organization "but we heve definite instructions from 
the national office to stay away from Conmunists.®
